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This is a decision on the petition filed October 21, 2005 requesting the acceptance of color 
photographs into the above-identified application. 

On October 21, 2005, formal drawings, the present petition and authorization to charge counsel's 
deposit account for the $130.00 petition fee were filed. Petitioners request that a color photograph 
be accepted in order to fulfill the requirement for formal drawings. Petitioners argue that the color 
photograph is necessary to properly depict the subject matter of the drawing. In support of the 
petition, three (3) copies of the color photograph and an amendment to the specification, were filed. 

37 CFR § 1 .84(b)(2) states that color photographs will be accepted in utility patent applications only 
after granting a petition explaining why the color photographs are necessary. The petition must 
include the following: 

(i) The appropriate fee set forth in § 1 .1 7(h); 

(ii) Three (3) sets of color drawings; and 

(iii) The specification must contain the following language as the first paragraph in that 
portion of the specification relating to the brief description of the drawings: 

"The file of this patent contains at least one drawing executed in color. Copies of 
this patent with color drawing(s) will be provided by the Patent and Trademark Office upon 
request and payment of the necessary fee. "
